The Mining Town of Frank, 
Northwest Territory, the 


Scene of this Terrible Dis 
aster, 


SPOKANE, Wash., April 29.—A private 
dispatch from Frank, N. W. T., states that 
a terrible earthquake has occurred there, 
wiping out a mine and killing seventy peo- 
ple. 

Frank is a few miles east of Fernie, B. C., 
where the terrible explosion occurred a few 
months ago. 

About two years ago, H. L. Frank, of 
Montana, began developing the coal field, 
driving in a tunnel for about two miles. 
Above this tunnel the coal was stoped 
out for nearly 100 feet. It ie supposed here 
that the earthquake has crushed in the 
walls of this stope, impr'soning the min- 
ers. The output of Frank’s mine is es- 
timatd at 500 to 1000 tons of coal pr day. 
The wires ar down and the line is re- 
ported to bec overed for a mile and a half 
east from ten to fifty feet in depth. 
Frank is a new mining town in Alberta, 
nar Lethbridge, and about an the boundary 
line between British-Columbia and the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The state de-

Any apartment in the Francis home 
would be ready at a moment's notice as a 
meeting place for the cabinet of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, but the quiet 
elegance of the double parlor, its ample 
size and its attractive location makes it 
particularly Ikely to be selected. 

The entrance to the Francis mansion is 
on the east side, facing Newstead avenue.

The woodwork is in mahogay. The fur- 
nishings in a pleasing shade of dark green, 
A fine mahogany center table occupies a 
conspicuous position. 

The south wall is ornamented with book 
cases, the well-filled shelves of which lend 
the Hbrary effect to the apartment. 

The atmosphere of this parlor is most 
inviting.

A stately new wall about the Francis 
homestead proclaims the peace and security 
of those bidden as. guests within. The 
new wall is of vellow brick, capped with 
white stone. It is ornamerital as well as 
imposing. Along Maryland avenue it is of 
graduated heights, highest at its west end. 
Along Newstead avenue it is of uniform 


height, except at the two gates. At the 
main carriage. entrance, near Maryland 
avenue, there is an ornamental gate of 


stone and iron towering above the rest of 
the wall and presenting a most imposing 
and artistic appearance. The wall har- 
monizes with the light brick and white 
stone exterior of the residence. 

In its tout ensemble the Francis home, 
in the midst of its park surroundings, looks 
not unlike the White House, though of 
course its dimensions are smaller. and if 
the cabinet is to meet in St. Louis at all. 
it is doubtful if anv other place would look 
as inviting as a place of meeting, partic- 
ularly as the President is to be a guest 
within this White House of St. Louis dur- 
ing his stay.

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WASHINGTON, April 29. —- The Russian 
government has flatly denied the Pekin 
report of her intention to secure exclusive 
privileges in Manchuria. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 29.—A semi- 
official note on the subject of Russian 
policy towards Manchuria, just issued, 
characterizes the demands ascribed to Rus- 
sia in the despatches from Pekin as be- 
ing simply inventions. This statement is 
made on the authority of the Russian 
foreign office. 

No change has occurred.“ says the note, 
“in the intentions of Russia. with refer- 
ence to Manchuria. 

“The exchange of views about to occur 
between the Russian minister and the 
Chinese government can relate only to the 
measures to be adopted for insuring the 
preservation of order and tranquility after 
the Russian troops have marched out of 
the province. 

“Russia has absolutely no intention to 
place impediments in the way of foreign 
trade.“

| PRESIDENT ILL 
CLOSE OF THE “GRAND ACT” 


Father Villalonga Isto Argue 
Theology With All 
Comers. 


FATHER VILLALONGA. 
President Roosevelt will driven to the 
President Roosevelt will be driven to the 
St. Louls University, Grand avenue and 
West Pine boulevard, a few hoursafter his 
arrival in St. Louis Wednesday efternoon, 
to witness the most stupendous intellectual 
feat ever attempted in St. Louis. 

This feat fs known as the “Grand Act.” 
It consists in a defense, primarily, of the 
doctirnes of the Roman Catholic Church, 
but, incidentally, of a defense of the entire 
field of theology against all comers, be- 
lievers or unbelievers, of any race or re- 


ligion. 

Father Joachim Villalonga, a Jesuit 
priest. 25 years of age, is the theologian 
who will personally combat all at- 


tacks against his fair. President Roose- 
velt will arrive at the university in time 
to hear the. concluding portion of the 
“Grand Act.“ At its conclusion he will 
make an address in the library of the uni- 
versity. 
Only twice before has the “Grand Act” 
taken place in Americe—in both instances 
at Woodstock, Md., where there is a Jesuit 
Sseminary—in 1874 by Father R. J. Meyer, 
now in Rome, and in 1890 by Father de la 
Motte, now in Alaska. 
An amazing amount of study is necessary 
for an ordeal such ast he “Grand Act.“ 
The argument is conducted excluively in 
Latin. The syllogistic form of argumenta- 
tion is used exclusively. That is, every 
proposition is submitted in the form of a 
first and second promise and a conclusion. 
Anyone May 
May Objection. 
Any person present is entitled to offer 
any objection to any article of the Catho- 
lic faith, and Father Villalonga will imme 
diately proceed to answer the objection. 
Owing to the fact that all the objections 
will be mede in Latin, it is probable that 
the number of objections will be limited. 
There will be objectors present, however, 
primed for the occasion. 
Other priests of the Jesuit order, older 
men than Father Villalonga and well versed 
in theology, will attempt to confuse the 
young priest. 
Not only thet, but a Dominican priest 
will come from Somerset, O., for the es- 
pecial purpose of arguing knotty theolog- 
ical problems and minute dogmatic distinc- 
tions with the young Jesuit. 
The Dominicans and Jesuits are known to 
hold opposing views on certain theological 
matters, and, Invariably, when a Jesuit an- 
nounces that he will perform the “grand 
act, a Dominican priest arranges to be 
present as an objector. This priest will 
come from the Dominican Seminary at 
Somerset. 
President Roosevelt and other guests will 
have the privilege of objecting, though it

STOKERS’ LOT 1S 
NOT A HAPPY ONE 


No matter how hot a battle the Arkansas 
may some day be in, there will be men at 
work aboard her who will not hear much 
of the roar of her guns. 

All through the fight they will toll and 
aweat in her hold, as undisturbed by the 
noise of the guns as if they were in an 


inland village. 

They are the stokers who feed the 
furnaces that furnish power for the battle. 
Should they stop for half an hour the 

would be silenced, the rudder would 
helplesa and the monitor would drt 
into the hands of the enemy. 
Their place is in the furnace room in 
the hold of the ship far below the water 
line. One side of their room has a wall 
of furnace doors, which they swing open 
and shut as they throw in the coal. 
The other sides are bunkers containing 
800 tons of coal. 
The work of the stokers is to throw the 
coal from the bunkers to the furnaces. In 
battle when every nerve of the sh p is 
straining, their work is the hardest aboard. 
Closed in tight. getting air only through 
ventilation tubes they must face the 
furnaces and, strpped to the waist, throw 
their shovels as fast as they can. 

If the battle ts long they fall exhausted 
and . to be removed to make place for 
other stokers. 
‘heir work is not only in war time The 
fires are always going. but in ordinary 
times their work is no harder than that 
of any fireman on land. 


SHE CAN STAND 
LOTS OF DAMAGE 


The Arkansas is built to be shot at. 

The intention of her designers was that 
her entire superstructure could be swept 
away in battle and she could keep right 


on fighting. 
For this reason they did not plan much 


superstructure. The monitor is not an 
imposing boat. She is too invisible. She 
does not stand high out of the water 
like a cruiser. She has none of the 
ewift, dangerous appearance of the cruis- 
er.

The designers who thought out all of 
these things did not expect, however, 
that the Arkansas would fight many bat- 
tles in close quarters.

maintains that he could discover no signs 
of gas having been the cause. The phy- 
siclan declares that when he reached the 
Muidoon home he was unable to detect the 
slightest odor of gas, and that the condi- 
tion of the bodies of the two persons did 
not indicate that suffocation had overcome 
either of them. 

According to Dr. Whittlesey’s statement 
their condition may have been due to nat- 
ural causes, but he adds that the circum- 
stances are mysterious.

Mrs. O’Keefe and little Loretto retired at 
9 o'clock Tuesday night, their usual hour, 
apparently in the best of health. The little 
girl had recently recovered from an attack 
of scarlet fever. 

Mr. and Mrs. Muldoon, who occupy a 
room adjoining, were not awakened during 
the night. 

In the kitchen, which is in the {mmediate 
rear of the 
child’s bedroom, is a gas stove, used for 
cooking purposes, and it is the opinion of 
Mrs. Muldoon that one of the jets on the 
stove may have been turned on accidental 
ly, and that gas from the stove was escap- 
ing all through the night. 

The mother of Loretto McDermott died 
two years ago at Sheba, Mo., where the 
father, John McDermott, now resides. The 
child was adopted by Mrs. Muldoon, whose 
sister the mother was. A younger sister 
of Loretto, Katie McDermott, also resides 
at the Muldoon home, but she occupied the 
apartment used by Mr. and Mra. Mul- 
doon. 

Dr. Whittlesey refused to issue a death 
certificate fog the child and recommended 
that the coroner be notified. The police 
reported the matter to Coroner Funkhouser 
and an inquest will be held. 

Mrs. Muldoon has charge of a large tene- 
ment house at 1402 Papin street, of which 
her home is part. Her family occupies sev- 
eral rooms on the second floor of the build- 
ts in the rear.

HOW TO WATERPROOF BOOTS.
